The tearing up of Sierra 
Madre Boulevard ’.vas scl'.o- 
duled to lake place some¬ 
time around the first of 
April and last until com¬ 
pleted around the latter part 
of June. This of course 
would have done great harm 
to the Art Festival planned 
by the Friends of the Lib¬ 
rary to be held during the 
month of May. 

Information received by 
City Administrator Lund 
was: That the project will 
he readvertisod for bids 
sometime during the middle 
of J.une, 1976, with the bids 
to be opened in the forepart 
of July. 

Construction and repairs 
will be expected to start 
somewhere around the last 
week of July or the first 
week in August. The expect¬ 
ed time to complete the con¬ 
struction and repairs has 
been estimated to be 60 tc 
7.5 days, making the comph - 
tion of the project sot for 
sometime the latter part of 
September or the first days 
cf October 1976. 

The repairs and retail]- 
strution will be the entire 
street of Sierra Madre 
Boulevard from Lima to 


out on Sierra Madre Boule¬ 
vard. 

No mention was made of 
the extra cost due to the 
delay, for this cost will 
have to be borne bj' the 
Federal Government or the 
County of Los Angeles. The 
entire project has been re¬ 
ported to cost in the vicinity 
of ,^215,000 and by comple¬ 
tion will probably cost the 
taxpayers of the nation ap¬ 
proximately $230,000. 

A supplemental agreement 
signed with the County of 
Los Angeles and the S^ale 
of California included the 
reconstruction of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Boulevard from Lima to 
Baldwin as a part of the 
Countv’s Federal- Aid-Urban 
program. The County and 
the Federal Governm e n t 
paying all of the costs with 
the City of Sierra Madre re¬ 
ceiving the benefits.

Q. — I have owned stock 
in a bank for many years, 
and it has been a very good 
investment. I receive good 
dividends every year and 
could sell the stock lor about 
three times what I paid for 
it twelve years ago. I have 
read in the paper about a 
lot of the problems banks 
have been having and won¬ 
der if I should be concerned 
about my investment. Would 
you make some comments on 
bank stocks? 

A. — Bank stock general¬ 
ly are a “relatively” sale in¬ 
vestment providing growth 
in income and are likelihood 
of price appreciation. How¬ 
ever, each bank has a dif¬ 
ferent management. Some 
banks do very well, and oc¬ 
casionally some, as we have 
learned lately, fail and the 
Investors lose all of their 
money. This means that like 
any other investment, the in¬ 
vestor should watch the 
company’s record to see that 
the management is doing a 
good job. 

The problems in the bank¬ 
ing industry have been well 
ptibicized. A combination cl 
banks’ “aggressive” credit 
departments which in many 
cases apparently made loans 
too liberally, the severe re¬ 
cession which turned mar¬ 
ginal businesses — especial¬ 
ly real esate ventures — into 
disasters and the final 
catching up with some gov¬ 
ernmental units like New 
York City of too much 
spending, produced some 
serious problems lor banks. 

0.ur government agencies 
seemed to have work e d 
quickly and wisely with the 
banks and forestalled any 
extensive failures that might 
have taken place. ’The busi¬ 
ness recovery that is under¬ 
way is helping to improve 
the condition of some prob¬ 
lem loans. Quite some time 
will probably be required to 
work out of the real estate 
loans that some of the banks 
have. 

Altogether the worst 
seems to have passed. We

Free wan Opening Information Set 
Forth By Dept, of Transportation 


The southbound lanes of 
the Glendale Freeway 
(Route 2) between Fletcher 
Drive in Glassell Park, its 
current terminus, and the 
Ventura Freeway (Route 
134) open to traffic March 
23, the California Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation an- 
nopinced today. 

The northbound lanes of 
the eight-lane freeway are 
expected to open in June. 

The new link provides 
Foothill area residents, as 
well as commuters from the 
east and north, direct access 
via freeway into downtown 
Los Angeles. It should also 
relieve congestion in the 
Pasadena area, since many 
inbound motorists have been 
using surface str e e t s to 
reach the Pasadena Free¬ 
way from the rece n 11 y 
opened sections of the Foot¬ 
hill Freeway (Interstate 210) 
across Pasadena. 

Built by the Griffith Com¬ 
pany. the $17 million job in¬ 
clude 2 miles of eight-lane 
freeway between Fletcher 
Drive and the Ventura Free¬ 
way and widening to eight 
lanes of one mile of pre¬ 
viously biuilt freeway h;-- 
tween the Los Angeles River 
and Fletcher Drive. 

Direct connectors from 
both the eastbound and west¬ 
bound Ventura Freway will 
open at the same time, as 
well as onramps from 
Colorado Boulevard and Ver- 
dugo Road, and offramps to 
York Boulevard and Ver- 
dugo Road 

“Motorists should note 
that the present detour on- 
ramp from Eagle Rock 
Boulevard at the existing 
terminus of the Glendale 
Freeway, will be closed per¬ 
manently during the work 
day of March 23," said John 
Meenen, resident engineer 
for Caltrans. “Motorists are 
requested to plan alternate 
access to the freeway before 
that date.” 

Eventually the Glendale 
Freeway will be continued 
up to the Foothill Freeway 
near La Canada. That seg¬ 
ment is targeted for adver¬ 
tising for bids in July of 
this year. (A previous grad¬ 
ing contract was completed 
some months ago.) The pro¬ 
ject will include 3.3 miles of 
major construction on Route 
2, as well as tie-in work on 


Routes 134 and 210, and 
shopjld be completed before 
the end of 1978. 

When that happens, the 
Glendale Freeway, which be¬ 
gan as a one-mile link run¬ 
ning from the Los Angeles 
River to Eagle Rock Boule¬ 
vard in 1958, will have 
grown to a major traffic- 
carrying freeway with ari 
average daily traffic of 
63.000 by 1978, and 97,000 by 
1998.

The refund represents the 
money actually collected by 
the g.as company between 
December 7 and January 12, 
plus 7 per cent interest. 

Individual refunds will he 
based on usage during that 
period. A typical residential

•!0 cents. Customor.> using 
the lifeline quantity of 75 
therms or loss will receive 
nothing because the PUC ex¬ 
cluded them from paying 
anything toward financing 
of the gas exploration pro¬ 
ject in Northern Alaska. 

Refunds will he made by 
a credit to April bills. 

The PUC reluctantly ap¬ 
proved the SoCal-ARCO con¬ 
tract to secure rights to 
Prudhoe Bay gas last Au¬ 
gust 1. 

The first producticu pay¬ 
ments, totalling .829.8,38.0(i0, 
were authorized November 
18, and SoCal’s customers 
began paying December 7. 

Meanwhile, the Pl'C sur- 
eessfully sought a iiolicy 
statement from the Federal 
Power Commission which 
ended advance payme n t s 
programs on a national 
level, paving the way for 
the PUC to overturn its pre¬ 
vious decisions.
